ponnd shell with a velocity Over 2300 
feet a second, nnd a muzzle energy of 
85,200 tons. This gun is mounted, in 
(he case of the Matsushima, amidships 
abiift llie superstructure, iu a barbette 
protected by 12-inch slccl armor, cov- 
ered with a 4-inch hood, and commu- 
nicating witli the magazines by hoists 
protected with ]2~ Inches' of steel. In 
addition to Ibis gun an iiilermediale 
battety of twelve '4.7-tnch 
rapid-fire 


guns Is carried in broadside. There are 
also four above-water torpedo 
tubes. 


The other two vessels carry the 12.5- 
inch gun on the forward deck, and the 
ii lerinedlale battery consists of eleven 
4.7-inch guns.

; of which no fewer tliau twenty-ori 


coaches left Brighton daily for London 
• ud as many down; then, In 1832, ni 
experiment was actually made by Ilia 
early pioneer, Mr. Walter Hancock 
who ran Ihe steam carriage called Th 
iDfaut to Brighton and back, Ihe re 
turn journey being made at a pace 
which is said to have beeu betweai 
six aud eight miles au hour. Today 
cue is apt to smile at the results of 
these early (rials, and in 1S40 another 
•team carriage had a race with the 
day mail, which reached Brighton a 
few minutes before Its competitor 
The latter, however, had to make six 
stoppages, winch Ion it an hour, to 
lake in water, and, as plenty of mud 
as well found Its way Into the boiler, 
It cau well be imagined that this 
caused a serious diflleulty. 


No one, of course, knows yet whether 


the new coacli will attempt to lower 
the record, but if it dots it will have 
plenty of precedent, for the Brighton 
road has been the scene of many un 
exciting race with horse, bicycle, or 
pedestrian.

1717 thai a pirate ship, "Tlie Whldih," 
carrying twenty-three elms and 130 
men, was wrecked on the Wellfleel 
shore. This storm, c.illed "The Bell- 
amy Siorm," washed a passage clear 
across from east lo west about on the 
borderland between the towns of Or- 
leans and Easthaui. Through this u 
man passed In a wbaleboulaud reached 
his destination ou the other tide. Af- 
ter Ihe storm il required a general turn- 
out of citizens and much labor to refill 
the passage thus cut.
